The motion directed that all evi- 
dence be reauhmitted to the grand jury 
for reconsideration. 

Today It will determine whether or 
not the four cases will be tried col- 
lectively or Individually ami also 
whether Individual or collective trials 
win be required for nine Republicans 
accused In each of three Indictments 
for the murder of Ethan Allen, Asbury 
Combs and Cleveland Combs. 

At the opening of the trial Monday 
Judg^ Halbert at the request of Mr. 
Coldiron, adjourned the. Jury until 1 
o'clock Tueeday afternoon that the 
eofluaonwealth might examine certain 
of the 100 witaeeses broo^t bore from 
Breethitt county, ttw commonwealth's 
attorney desiring to tamillarise him- 
self with the case before entering the 
trial. The first case to be tried prob- 
ably will be that ot the nine Repul>- 
llcans.

It is undcratood that a number of 
the county's most promiaent dairymen 
are planning to have an euert spend 
his entire time In Miaaoa eounty test- 
ing and properly gaartlrtg the fine 
herds of dairr cattte, tttm this dread 
dhwBse whiob baa »la|<l4 eo much 
havoc with dairy cattle thMaghont the 
country. 

Interest hae been awnsed in this 
vital question to such an extent In 
Maysvllle and Mason county, that City 
Council wlU probably be asked to 
adopt an ordinance prohlbilinK the 
aalo of milk In the city until after the 
cattle have been thoroughly tested and 
found to be free from all llUicatlona of 
tuberculosla.

ROAD BONO ISSUE 
DISCIISSEil AT MEET 
OF ONMnSSnNBtS 

County Commissioners and Local 
Bankers Talk Over Prospects of 
Large Bond Issue For Per. 
moaeat Beads. 

The entire time ot the Mason Fiscal 
Court Tussday morning was taken up 
with g discussion of road conditions in 
Mason county. The commissioners in- 
vited the local bankers to attend their 
meeting and talk over the prospects Qf 
a bond Issue for a half or tliree-quar- 
ters ot a miliion dollars for the per- 
manent improvement of the county's 
chief highways. 

All bankers present as well as all 
members of the Fiscal Court were of 
the opinion that the one great need of 
.\rason county at the present time was 
good roads and they were practically 
all of the oplnicn that only some tOrm 
of permanent road should be consid- 
ered. 

It was learned that the State Road 
department would meet the county 
dollar for dollar on three of the main 
roads ot the county which are parts pt 
the state's primary road system. These 
roads are the Mason-Lewis, Oerman- 
town and Lexington roods It was sug- 
gested tl-at if Mason countlans would 
vote a half-million bond issue for the 
improvement of those roads, the state 
would add another half-million giving 
a million dollar? for these three roads. 
An additional |300,00tf was thought 
necessary for he .Mt. Sterling road, 
the entire oxpjnse of which would 
have to be paid 'jy the county. 

With such a bond Issue as waa sug- 
gested ,tho county's regular road tax 
could ho entirely spent each year on 
I he secondary or cross plkea In the 
' ciinty and It was argued that, within 
s abort time. Mason ooimty could have 
a system of real roads in all dimotions. 

A committee composed of Messrs. J. 
.V. Kehee, W. vr. BaU, Jr., H. T. As- 
bury, J. M, Collins, Stanley F. Reed, 
L. M. Collls, W. A. Downing and S, M. 
Roft was named to go into the mat- 
ter thoroughly and get facts and tig- 
ureo on the proposition. This commit- 
tee will also feel the pulse ot ttM coun- 
ty and report to tbe Fiscal Court at 
some future meeting.

Tbero was iniioli cseitoment when the public first 
learned that the water company "s ancieut oquipment had given way 
and that the city was not only at the mercy of flames but that th 
supply of water for household use was threatened. Matters took 
a serious turn for a time. 

Then when the water company was n^'ain .■.inipi'.d witli ik'w 
pumps and the city was still bragging about its first class fire lie 
partmont, along came the state's rate-makers and threw a rea 
scare into us l.y throateiiiiig to increase tli.' fire insnraneo ratfs 1>o 
cause neither our re- vamped water worlcs or our splpiulid tirt- il.- 
partment came up to the standards demanded. 

Those representing the eity have finally reached agreenii iii.s 
whereby th ewater company will have an additional electric pump 
and tbjB local fire department will be increased by three men. i.. 
used in an emergency, while both of our fire fighting maehine« will 
be ready and handy for use in th eevent of a "Ten Blow." 

While the visit of the rate makers has frightened ns sompwli.':t 
the city has profited thereby. V e shall be assured of plenty of water 
in the future and our fire dep irtment will be much more i-ffieien 
and rated higher. The best of it all is that our insurance rates will 
not be increased.

Limberneclt. which is a symptom, 
rother than a disease, is a paralysis] 
of the muscles in the neck of the birds 
which often results from eating de- 
cayed flo^h. It is a form of poisoning 
that also may be caused by eating ar- 
seante of lead ad other i>oi8ons found 
on the farm. No cure is known for the 
trouble, the chief control of it being 
prevention. Special care should be 
taken to see that all dead chicks and 
animals are buirled deeply or burned 
to prevent the spread o tthe trouble, 
the poultrymen say.
